World's Largest Nursery. 


From the Fisheries Department of 
the Canadian Government, whose duty 
it.is to replenish the Canadian rivers 
with the commercial varieties of fish, 
come some interesting facts concern- 
ing fish-hatching. «The work is car- 
ried oyt by a’series of hatcher‘ed ea-* 
tabii throuvhevt the country at 
points both’en the Atluntie and Paci- 
fie coasts and on the Great Lakes, 

-The largest of these—indeed, it is 
said to be the largest of its kind in 
the world—is the hatchery at Harri- 
son Lake, drained by the Fraser River 
in British Columbia, which deals ex- 
clusively with the hatching of salmon. , 
There are always 10,000000 fish in 
the building—7,000,000 sockeye salmon 
eggs and fry (the fish principally 
used for canning purposes); and 
3,009,000 spring saimon. 

The building contains 160 hatching 
troughs, each averaging. 90,000 fish. 
During September and October the
